plaint was permitted to be amended and re-filed. The 
most recent decision is expected to be a permanent one 
at this level, but is subject to appeal. 

“The City was well represented by City Attorney 
Charles Martin and co-counsel Michael Montgomery,” 
said City Administrator John Davidson. “It has always 
been staff’s position that the City did not violate CEQA- 
guidelines,” Davidson added. 

Mayor Doug Hayes, reached earlier this week, 
stressed his desire to move ahead with all of the City’s 
business, and not to dwell on the positives or negatives 
of any litigation. “We’re trying to look way beyond tftese 
roadblocks and focus on projects. We’re going to let City 
staff and attorneys handle the suits, and do our best job 
for the City and stay focused. (As Councilmembers) We 
have a limited amount of time and energy.” 

£)avidson added that it was “unfrvtunate that the City 
had to spend money to defend this matter,” but noted that 
he could respect both sides of the issue. "The court pro-

Davidson said, “but it’s part of due {Mocess, arid it*s ohr 
responsibility to follow through.” 

Hayes refrised to speculate as to whether last week’s 
decisiem would be i^pealed.

If they go with their mrtheraiKl 
she is Christmas shopping, they’re apt to see twelve 
Santas in twelve difierait places and when they get home 
dime will be more Santa Clauses pushing n^handise 
on television. It was not that way When I was young. 
We were told that there was one Santa and that he lived 
at the North Pole and could not be seen - something that 
added further mystique to Santa. Children were warned 
not to try to peek at Santa at midnight The result would 
be a dismal Christmas and a lump of coal in the stock¬ 
ing, instead of an orange. We understood that Santa 
spent a whole year, along with a crew of elves, nuking 
toys for good children around the wortd. On Christmas 
Eve, he loaded a huge bag with toys and placed it tm a 
sleigh, and then eight reindeer whisked him from one 
rooftop to another.

We were not a church-going family, but we tried our 
best to make it a day of togetherness, to all be at home 
and enjoy the greatest day of the year. We were a large 
family and always glad to be together, but the day came 
when the family ring was broken. I was perhaps ten 
years old at the time, my mother placed the roast goose 
and all the trimmings on the table, when we noticed that 
Dad was crying. This was certainly unusual because he 
was a big, rough tough man, and not much given to sen¬ 
timent When asked why he was crying, he wiped away 
his tears and said, “I just wish Frank was here.” Frank, 
at the age of twenty-one, had left home and was a fire¬ 
man on a steam locomotive. Never again would the 
family meet as a compile unit 

I believe the biggest Christmas gift of all is what we 
give each other in the way of love and compassion and 
thoughtfulness. When we went to bed that night we did 
so with the feeling that we had been closer together then, 
than at any other day.

The American Contract Bridge League is pleased to 
annmmce that Russ Simsariiui (^ Arcadia has earned the 
status Life Master, one of the highest ranks avaUable 
to tournament Inidge players. 

Life Master status is attained in bridge competition 
at various levels. Players must earn 300 masterpoints 
(ACBL’s way of measuring competitive achievement) 
in tournaments as well as at bridge clubs. To earn the 
requisite masterpoints, some of the prospective Life 
Master’s success must be at relatively high levels of 
competition. 

ACBL’s top tournament levels are designated as 
Regional and National. Sonte of the new Life Master’s 
points must be w(hi at cme of these two levels. 

Since the fust Life Master was named in 1936, the 
rank has been eagerly sought by hundreds of thousands 
of tournament bridge players. In recent years, ACBL 
has added different ranks of Life Master — from 
Bronze Life Master (500 points) to Grand Life Master 
(10,000 points with at least one National champion¬ 
ship).
